To Next Arms Conference 


New Notions of Europe May-Also Be Asked to Dis- 


cuss Land Armaments; Harding Will Take No 


Further Step, Unless Present Parley 


Attains Full Success.

SO—The

thing definite and 
sure In all this 


talk about a new or an enlarged con- 
ference, 
which 
has' overshadowed 


everythins else since Ib came out of 
the White House, is this: President 
Harding Is a man of marked tenacity 
abaut wl&t he 
calls his "commit- 


ments;" he has told the country sev- 
eral times that he would take steps 
leading to an association of nations, 
ana he Is going to fulfill that prom- 
ise. That much 
of all this talk Is 


solid rock. The rest Is of varying de- 
grees of dependability. 


BASED ON CHAFF. 


Such steps as President Harding Is 


likely to take In the near future will 
not go so far as to justify the alarm 
of the IrreeoncIIables lest we ars 
about to be led Into, or, as they put 
it, be betrayed Into* the League of 
Nations. The apprehensions of Sen- 
ator Borah, already forcefully voiced, 
are based on the chaff rather than 
on the wheat in what Is happening. 
So also is the presumed alarm of 
Senator Borah's fellow-irreconcilable. 
Senator McCormiclc, who Is now on 
the ocean on his way 
to conduct a 


senatorial Investigation in Hayti, ana 
whom Washington pictures as beg- 
ging the captain to 
turn the ship 


around ana bring him hack to Amer- 
ica, that he may save the country 
once more. 


COMMITMENT BINDING. 


Those of us who attribute to our- 


selves the superiority of nat getting 
as excited at the partisans on both 
sides know full well that America's 
commitment not to enter the "League 
of Nations," Is, on the whole, rather 
more binding, because It comes frara 
the people, than President Harding's 
commitment to try to bring about an 
"association" of nations. 


In purely good-humored raillery 


wo laugh a little at the Irrecanctlable 
loaders in terms 
of 
"Johnny 
get 


your gun and stand guard at the rat 
hole"; but in all seriousness we know 
that they are merely the spokesmen 
and guardians of a mandate from the 
people which cannot be reversed by 
any means other than a future popu- 
lar election an the same Issue. 


CONFERENCE TO BE LIMITED. 
There isn't any conflict 
between 


the verdict of the election of 1920 and 
the thing that Harding Is about to 
do. For those who want to keep their 
feet securely on the ground here Is 
what is just aheaa at us: First of all, 
the present conference Is going1 to 
stick strictly to the two subjects It 
was called for. All the vigilance that 
Harding and Hughes have exercised 
to keep other subjects from slipping 
In through the cellar-window Is not 
going to be thrawn overboard, 


MUST BE COMPLETED. 


The present conference is going 


to come to successful agreement on 
naval limitation within a week or ten 
days. Within a few days more it is 
going to come ta an agreement about 
the Far East, slightly less definite in 
terms because of the differing nature 
of the case, but no less successful 
than the naval agreement . 


Then, and then only, after there Is 


complete 
and accepted 
success on 


these two points, there will be a new 
conference, or an extension af the 
present one, which will take up one 
or more definite and limited subjects. 
If President Handing's hint of a 
promise of a new conference provides 


a stimulus for some nations to help 
eagerly towards success for the pres- 
ent one, that Is first-class politics. 


TO LOOT ARMIES, 


The most obvious and Immediat 


subject for the new conference wi 
be the limitation of land armamen'. 
For that subject certain additions 
nations will be Invited, probably in 
eluding Germany, Germany has n, 
concern with naval armaments be- 
cause she has no ships. The same is 
true 
of 
Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, 


and Jugo-Slavia. 


HAVE NO NAVIES. 


These new nations have no navies, 


but the size of their armies lies, 
for example, at the heart of how 
large an army Italy feels she must 
have, and is otherwise bound up 
with the whole question of the limi- 
tation of armament by land. 


DISCUSSION LIMITED. 


The outstanding feature of the 


secondary 'conference, and of any 
future conferences that Harding may 
call, will be the same as the out- 
standing feature of the present one- 
namely, a strict limitation of the 
agenda of each gathwmg to prob- 
ably ' one, and certainly not more 
than two, specific subjects agreed 
upon In advance. 
This Is alone and 


In Itself a sufficient distinction be- 
tween these conferences and League 
of Nations to carry complete reas- 
surance to the irreconcilable* both 
in the Senate and throughout the 
country. 
There will T>e no big or 


'loose conferences to take action upon 
the state of the world in general. 


DIFFICUI/T TASK. 


It Is true that a conference which 


considers land armament will find it 
difficult to keep reparations, Inter- 
nation delbts, and other ,economllc 
aspects of Europe outside the doors. 
Just as soon as France Is asked to 
reduce her army she will ask how 
she Is going- to' enforce the payment 
of German reparations. 
But when 


and if America calls a conference 
which Is to Include reparations and 
other economic matters America will 
do so, not In her present role of 
one of the directly and primarily in- 
terested parties, but rather In the 
role of a mediator who offers his ser- 
vioea to help bring albout agreement 
between others. 


GENERATES HASMONY. 


President 
Harding

That Is what I am going 


to talk about. 


The man who put chemistry on 


the map of Germany and so on the 
map of the world was Justus von 
Liebig, whose father dealt in colors, 
and made some experiments in them. 
Liebig when a boy went to a country 
fair, and saw a man mix the ingredi- 
ents to make explosives 
for 
fire- 


crackers. 


He went home and made some fire- 


crackers of his own. He developed 
great knowledge of chemistry, and 
became professor of Giessen. 


There was not at that time at 


chemical laboratory In Germany. Ha 
fitted up what he called a laboratory 
in a barn with an earthern floor. It 
was the first educational laboratory 
ever 
founded, and there the whola 


world went to school. 


Afterward, when he had attained 


fame, a great laboratory was built 
for him at Munich, and he had pala- 
tlal surroundings and an army of as* 
sistants and all manner of apparatus, 
but he did no mighty work there; 
his great work for Germany and tha 
world was done in Giessen, with tho 
most primitive apparatus. 


When we know such things wa 


ought to feel anew the value ot tha 
man as against the apparatus. There 
are boys now experimenting with 
wireless who are to bring to tho 
world great new discoveries. Import- 
ant contributions to human know* 
ledge are yet to be made by men.' 
who have the most meager equipment 
of money and of machinery. 


It is a mistake to assume that tha 


great discoveries are made wholly 
in the great laboratories; there still 
is a chance for the man of Initiative 
and genius, however poor he may be 
In money or in mechanism. 


Even In chemistry, and if therer 


then certainly everywhere else, tho 
man is more than the machine.
